‘CANADA GOES UP. 


$5,904,169,000 OF OUTSIDE 
MONEY IN DOMINION. 


OFFICIAL ESTIMATE. 

Ottawa, Ont. 
British and foreign Investment of 
in Canada on January 1, 
1929, was $5,904,169,000, according 
to an estimate just made public by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
On the same date Canadians had 
invested abroad the ‘sum of $1,746;-" 
or | 815,977. 

Of the outaide capital invested In 
Canada ‘at the beginning of Inst 
year, the aum of $2,197,682,000 was 
British, $8,470,087,000 was from 
the United States and $236,400,000 
was from other countries, The 
Bureau believes that these figures 
approximate fairly to actual con- 
ditions and it is pointed out that 


‘[more complete Information of this 


kind is being obtained from year to 


00 | year. 


Since the Natlonal Wealth of 
Canada can be estimated for the 
same date as between $28,000,000,- 
000 and $80,000,000,000, the Bureau 
remarks that it will be seen that the 
outside capital comprises about one- 
fifth of this total: Canadians, it is 
estimated, own from 55 per cent. to 
65' per cent. of the securities of all 
enterprises located on Canadian soil 
and the investment abroad of, 
$1,746,815,977 Is equal to nearly 80 
per cent, of the outside Investment 
in Canada, Of these Canadian tn- 
vestments abroad, $95,916,848: is 
estimated ‘to be in Britain,’ $991,- 
651,727 in the United States and 
$658,247,401 in other countries, 

As compared with revised figures 
for January 1, 1928, the figures for 
the beginning of 1929 show an In- 
crease in the outside investment of 
capital in’ Canada. of. about $152,- 
000,000, or from $5,752,090,000 to 
$5,904, 169, 000. It is ‘pointed out 
that the. ‘American investment {n- 
creased by approximately $166,000,-

During the last. two ‘years there 
has been a continuation of the move- 
ment of outside capital into new 
ventures in Canada, the Bureau 
states. Such investments. affected a 
wide range of interests including 
chain stores, banks, investment and 
finance houses, tourist . resorta, 
hotels, recreation’ camps, public 
‘utilities, assurance. - companies and 
various industries, .. Among the lat- 
ter were: ‘mining, .olls,. pulp and 
paper, breweries, aircraft, textiles, 
motor car and various metal indus- 
tries. ; . 

The increase in’ investment. of 
United States. capital ‘in the :pulp, 
paper and lumber: industries of 
Canada during the year amounted to 
$35,000,000, according’ to the estim- 
ate; In mining ‘there. was. an In-' 
crease of $82,000,000; in the metal 
industries’ of $18,000,000 ‘and in 
other industries of $14,000,000.

BURMESE EPISODE. 


“Ag one who was Instrumental in 
glving freedom to over 8,000 slaves 
in the North-East Frontler of 
Burma, and who made a journey 
into wild parts In order to achieve 
this. result I can speak with first. 
hand knowledge of slaves and 
‘slavery, writes -Sir Harcourt But. 
ler, ex-Governor of Burma, in the 
Sunday Observer. 

Spéaking with this knowledge, I 
say unhesitatingly that slavery is 
the worst thing I have seen in the 
world, and that no act of my official 
life has ‘given me greater satisfac- 
tion than to have had a hand in 
abolishing it. 

Some slaves, no doubt, are com- 
paratively well treated by their 
masters:. they are allowed some 
sort of home life, their children 
and thelr wives are not taken away 
from them, they are not ‘often 
beaten, they are allowed to ac- 
cumulate some little property of 
their own; having known no better 
lot they do not seek actively to, 
change their condition. 

‘There are such slaves, so happi- 
ly placed, and some of these when 
given freedom prefer to live on 
under the old conditions, but with 
this great and. crucial difference, 
that at any time when they want to 
they can go away. These are the 
favoured ones, Their'number is- 
few. I will now describe my ex- 
periences In the Hakawn Valley? 
which I visited five years ago. _ 

This ‘is a large valley some fifty 
miles long and sixty miles wide, 
near the ‘frontiera ‘of Burma and 
‘Assam, Chins ‘and Tibet. Low- 
lying, with water a few feet from 
the surface, sodden with fever, it 
is surrounded on three sides by 
hills which rise as high as 10,000 
feet. It is crossed by many 
streams and covered with dense 
forest or elephant grass 15 feet 


high. \ 
‘The Kachin Tribe. * 

The ‘villages are found in smal} 
clearings round a sort of ..village 
green, with one or two large treea 
of the fig tribe, often wild rubber, 
aurrounded. by’ rice’ flelda ‘and 
patches of cultivation, vegetables, 
tobacco, and spices., The free, men 
live by families‘in long barn-like 
houses of grass:and bamboo raised 
about three or four feet from the 
ground on .wodden piles. The pigs 
Mve under the houses and do the 
‘neceasary scavenging. 

The people are Kachina, a large 
tribe which has given trouble in 
the past...The, chief usually has 
a long bamboo oyer his house with 
discs representing the sun. and-the 
Moon. ‘Each house has its own 
granary outside but near it, like a 
big -bee-hive’ carefully plastered 
with mud to keep, out rats, The 
‘principal houses have their ‘own 
sacrificial posta in. the form of a 
St. Andrew's cross, to which to tie 
buffaloes for sacrifice: there ig 
also a village sacrificial ground for 
communal" sacrifices to’ the alls 
powerful spirits. ... 

: The slaves, until married, live in 
the houses of thelr masters;. after 
marriage they. occupy mean quar- 
ters of their.own. Befora. my. viait 
there was .no, road:to the. valley: 
a mule track was cut for my party. 


Any ‘slave wishing... to escape . to 


British . territory had .to take 4 
forest path, The way was full,;of 
perils: the forests were haunted by 
spirits and. full. of, dangerous 
animals; they were Hable to “be 
pursued and shot. As.a’ body, the 
slaves. were. very depressed, wore 
little clothing; and had | a anil and

Intelligence he - had~ loat 
it, Another was.” released - on 
payment by. a-relative who had 
come up with us for the purpose. 


Naturally, the masters kept thelr}: 


slaves .in the background, and 
frightened them with tales of what 
we should do to them. But we 
saw enough to realise what the 
facts were, and what unrest thers 
was among the. slaves, The moat 
pathetic sight of all was the slave- 
‘children,. born to Ilve and die 
slaves, with no’ hope of freedom. 
They might be sold away from 
their parents, or given in settle- 
ment of a blood feud, or as a weil- 
ding present, or even sold to Negas 
as a human sacrifiee~though this 
was rare. A slave was a chattel 
who could be sold or given away. 

After preliminary conferences 
with the chiefs, In which I was 
greatly assisted by Col. E. T. Rich, 
C.LE., R.E,, a distinguished officer 
of the Survey of India, who knew 
the people and their language, iy 
held a tribal gathering (Darbar 
Manao) on January 27, 1925, 
which I-announced the unalterable 
decision that slavery and human 
anerifice must cease: British offi- 
cers would visit the valley, make 
lists of slaves, free them and pay 
compensation. to their masters. 
“From to-day, onwards,” I sald, 
“there must be no sale of slaves, 
or gift of slaves as part of dowrles 
in marriage, in settlement of blood- 
feuds, or Otherwise, nor must 
families of slaves be broken up.” 

It was a memorable scene. On a 
clearing in a rice awamp, about a 
thotsand chiefs and elders -squat- 
ted down in rows with their guns 
and matchlocks, spears and’ swords. 
My. officers and {, in full uniform, 
marched down .the middle to a 
grass shed at the end, where our 
two transport elephants added 
dignity to “the occasion, Our 
escort of 100 mounted police gave 
the riecessary display of force. 
Presents were distributed. 

A great feast followed, with fire- 
works never before seen in the val-| 
ley. It was somewhat remarkable 
that as the rockets went up there 
was a murmur of prolonged “Ons,” 
such as one hears from a Western 
erowd,..evidently an involuntary 
articulation.. Some “40 mules 
stampeded to, the’ foreat, and two 
came‘ back only. three days after- 
wards, mauled by a tiger or ‘a 
leopard, saved no doubt by their 
heels. The tribes. consumed quan- 
titles of buffalo flesh and . rice 
spirit, and danced their serpentine 
dances round the male and female’ 
totem posts that had been put up. 

The Kachin chiefg were ‘sullen, 
but accepted the ‘decision -about 
slavery, ‘and wa left’ the valley 
without untoward incident. 
Naga chiefs obstinately refnsed ‘to 
give up human, .sacrifice, -but were 
told very clearly that it must be 
done, and thanks to Mesara, Mit- 
chell, .0.B.E., and Dewal, 0.B.E., 
who ‘have visited thelr country 
since more than once, it has been 
done: 

- Later, on January 10, 1927, 1 
held another Darbar Manao at 
Myatkyina, the railhead, to deal 
with the Triangle, ‘an inaccessible 
tract on the Chinese. frontier in- 
habited by very truculent Kachina. 
We. impressed thelr: chiefs by de- 
‘molishing -s sham - village. with, 
machine-gun fire. The chief plead- 
ed hard for the maintenance «of

which are not accessible to ocean 
traffic. It serves a vast hinter. 
land, comprising both Rhodesia, 
the ‘Katanga district-of the Bel. 
gian Congo, Nyasaland. and the 
Zambesi Valley. The future of 
the port would eppear to depend 
not 80 much on. possibilities of 
local competition as upon trans- 
Continental railway development. 
The Benguella railway, which is 
nearing completion, will afford an 
alternative and shorter outlet for 
| the produce of the Katanga cop- 
per mines, though the position of 
the Wankie coalfield, on which 
those mines depend for fuel, isa 
factor in favour of the Beira route 
and may result. in a proportion 
of the traffic using this port for 
some time to come. .In the mean- 
time the proportion of Southern 
Rhodesian - imports passing 
through Beira rose from 48.5 per 
cent.:in 1927 to 62, per cent. in 
1928, whilst the recent importan! 
copper development in- Northern 
Rhodesia and the construction of 
the Zambesi Bridge and conse- 
quent opening up of Nyasaland 
can hardly. fail to result in reat 
ly increased traffic. ~

ORDERS SLUMP. 


MARCH QUARTER ‘WORST FOR 
SEVERAL ‘AL YEARS, 


G LOOMY § SURVEY, 


A survey: of the the British’ 
building position and ospects 
isgued by the Shipbuilding Em- 
ployers’ Federation, atates that 
the March quarter wag one of the 
worst experienced. for several 
years with regard to orders for 
new ships, Orders” for cargo 
boats, it is stated, have been al- 
most negligible, ‘and tanker or- 
ders, which have been go notable a 
feature of recent years, have 
now practically ceased, while 
veveral of the. firms engaged on 
liner work are completing the last 
vessels under construction and 
dispensing‘ with large numbers of 
workpeople, since they have heen 
unable to secure other passenger 
work or warship work to follow 
that which is being finished.

QUESTIONS ‘FOR THE BOARD.

MR. T. G. BRAYFIELD| 


FINED. 

HOW TICKETS SHOULD BE 
_ “SHOWN.” 
K.GR. INCIDENTS, 


Before Mr. T. "e1 Whyte-Simith, at 
the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday, 
Mr, T. H. G. Brayfield was fined $5 
on each of two summonses arising 
out of his alleged refusal to show his 
rallway, ticket. in guch a manner 
that it could be properly examined 
and punched, The incidents were 
stated to have occurred on the Kow- 
loon-Canton Railway on May 8 A 
third summons, for obstruction by 
leaving-a motor car on Railway pro- 
perty, was set down to be meat on 
June 11. 

Mr, L. R. Andrewes, Avsistant 
Crown Solicitor, appeared for the 
Railway officials involved, and Mr. 
J.T. Prior was for Mr, Brayfeld, 

Mr. Andrewes, in opening the 
cage, referred to the sections of the 
Ordinance and the Railway Rules 
applicable to the incidents. It was 
emphasised here that a ticket. Issued 
to.a passenger still remained the 
property of the railway, and that. 
mutilited tickets were not valid. 

Alleged “Incident”, 

Continuing, Mr. Andrewes said 
that Li Yan-leung a ticket collector, 
would say that he was on duty on 
May 8 punching tickets for the 5.40 
pm, train from Kowloon, About 
five minutes before the train left, 
Mr. Brayfield arrived and produced 
his ticket in his right hand between 
his thumb and fore finger thus cover- 
Ing it in such a way that only the 
words “New' Territory” could be 
read, the word “residents” and the 
destination together with part of 
the number being hidden by Mr. 
Brayfieid's thumb, 

Mr. Andrewes " demonstrated the 
manner in which the defendant was 
alleged to have ‘held the ticket and 
intimated that the ticket collector's 
punch was constructed in such a 
way that it would not operate. un- 
less a considerable portion of the 
ticket were exposed. 

Mr. Brayfield went on board the 
train without having his. ticket 
punched and the collector. reported 
‘the incident to Mr. F. W. Winyard, 
who boarded the train, and, ° be- 
tween Yaumatl and the tunnel,| 
went to Mr. Brayficld.' The lattor 
held his ticket at arm’s Jength away 
from Myr. Winyard and refusad to 
show it, remarking that it was his 
property. 

Mr. Winyard accordingly report- 
ed the matter and as a result the 
present. summonses were issued. 

“Grent Sense of Humour”. 

' The Chinese ticket collector hav- 
ing given evidence, and denied in 
cross-examination’ — that Mr. 
Brayfield proffered the. whole 
ticket, Mr. F.  Winyard was 
next called. He - said that 
when he asked Mr, Brayfield for 
his ticket the latter. said he had 
shown it at Kowloon, Witness, 
however, requested that he‘ might 
sce the ticket, whereupon defendant 
held {t out at arm’s length away 
from him,. stating, ‘I will not allow 
you to touch it.” Defendant. also 
said ‘the ticket was his own pro- 
perty. Witness could’ not see what 


sort of a ticket if was, except thas]. 


it.was white. 

In rep'y to Mr. Prior, witness sald 
that Mr. Brayfield “had a great senso 
of humour’ and had travelled on 
trains with o third class ticket with 
a first class ticket in his possesion 
also,’ Witness had never heard of 
Mr. Brayfield travelling without a 
ticket, but had heard that he had 
paid “excess fares,” which were re- 
quired when ,a passenger had. - no 
ticket. 

Witness added that ho had not 
heard of Mr. Brayfield having his 
ticket taken away ‘by inspectors 
about eighteen months ago.. Mr. 
Brayfield had acted: in stich: a mon- 
ner that “special attention was paid] |, 
to him” Witness ‘had previously |° 
made reports to the-manager, dut 
this'was the first. . action he had 
taken, . : 
a. Manager's Evidence. 

Mr. Robert Baker, Manager of the 
Raliway,: anid that defendant - had 
travelled without a ticket’ on more 
than one oceasion.’.

Mr. Baker, on referring to the’ ” 
letter, mentioned that ‘it was dated 
1918 and- it indicated that the 
tickets were issued is 2 special con- 
cession to the members of the Golf 
Club, 

Mr. Prior maintained that Mr. ° 
Brayfleld was entitled to tse the 
tickets as he was a member of the . 
Club when thoy were Issued to him. 

Pergectition? 

Mr. Baker intimated that he 
should have surrendered the unused 
tickets to the Golf Club and ae a 
refund. 

Mr. Prior pointed out that ac- 
cording to the tickets members 
were not entitled to a refund. 

His Worship interposed and re- 
marked that that was rather a side 
issue. 

* Mr. Prior said what. he was get- 
ting at was that the Railway ‘ad-. 
ministration had always been — 
worrying the defendant, 

His Worship potnted out that ac- 
cording to Mr. Winyard it was de- 
fendant who worried the railway. 
Mr. Prior replied that if that was 
80.he would have to mention a num- 
ber of. things the rallway had done -. 
to worry his client. He proceed- 
ed to question witness about a com- 
plaint by defendant as tothe in- . 
sanitary condition of certain 
latrines. 

His Worship here remarked that 
he did not wish to stop Mr, Prior, 
but the case might go on for a.week 
at this rate, 

“Mr. Prior proceeded 'to argue that 
there vas no regulation ‘regarding , 
the pmiching of tickets. He was 
told that. there was” a provision in 
the Railway rules, but on Mr. Baker 
.veferring to the, rules he intimated

Mr, Brayfield’s Evidence, 

Mr. Brayfield wag then called. He 
stated that he produced the whole 
of the ticket to the Chinese collector. 
The attitude of the Railway officials 
toward hint was antagonistic, and 
they. were trying to get him~ into 
Court. He had only atitcle deter- 
minedly to the regulations, © About 
18 months, ago two Inspectors on the 
train took his ticket and handed it , 
over to Mr. Baker, who was travel- 
Hng in the coach: He considered 
the present proceedings unreason- 
able, and he had not travelled with- 
out a ticket. 

His Worship came to the conclu- 
sion that«to “show” a ticket meant 
to produce it in such a way as to 
allow an Inspector to read and .

‘V. Reddi Discusses 
the Problem. 


Bombay, April 23. 

Sir K, V. Keéddi, Agent-General of 
the Government of India in South 
Africa, who has‘ been in India on 
nick leave, left Bombay for South 
Afrien thig ‘afternoon by the 
Karagola, . 

In the course of an interview, 
prior to his departure, Sir Durma 
stated that although the situation in 
South Africa, with reference to the 
Indian populatidn, had somewhat 
improved during the past two years, 
there werg still several problems 
remained to be tackled. 

The outstanding’ problem is that 
relating to the grant of trading 
licences in the Transvaal. During 
his absence in India the Indians in

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THE VENICE 


Here at the head of the Gulf of 
Siam, fifty miles up a narrow river 
alive with an exotic activity like 
to nothing else on earth, is the 
city which epitomizes the life of 
the Orient in ‘greater degree than 
even Singapore or Shanghai— 
Bangkok, “Venice of the East.” 

Of certain cities it is sometimes 
said that they are more than cities, 
they are experiences, And so it fa 
of Bangkok. This strange Slamese 
capital is truly an experience, and 
@ memorable. one. Moreover, it fa 
& living refutation of the assertion 
‘that novelty has fled the world 
before the advance of modernity 
and Western — commercialism. 
Modernity has had no effect upon 
Bangkok, unless to provide for a 
few good hotela, metalled roads and , 
an astonishingly efficient railway 
system. : : 

But the life and activities of a 
million Asiatics go on as they did 
a century ago and more. The at- 
mosphere of the stupendous East, - 
in all ita colour and all its magic 
and all its mystery, still maintains 
here, little altered since ‘the days 
of the East India Company and the 

- tea clippers. In all the Orient, 
Bangkok js the most Oriental. In 
-all the world east of Suez or west, 
it is unique. It isthe East as the 
East" used to be, picturesque, allur- 
‘ing, unbelievable. ar 

: + + 

Generalities in these days carry 
little conviction. And yet,-ere pro- 
ceeding toa more intimate view of 
Siam and its amazing capital, a 
few generalities are essential by: 
way of preparation. For Siam it- 
. self is the land unique, the.climax 
of the fagcination of the East; and 
ita teeming capital of nearly a mil- 
Hon of the assorted peoples of tho 
Orient, with a handful of ‘Euro- 
peans all but lost among them, is 
such a place aa dreams form them- 
selves about and to which the 
farthest flights of foncy scarce 
dare venture, And the strange 
waterside, water-borne life which 
justifies its characterization as. 
“The Venice of the East,” unlike 
anything else in the world, lends 
_to Bangkok such a distinction 
among Eastern cities as Venice it- 
self holds ‘in the Occident. i 

In the early morning hours, ere 
yet the crimson streaks have faded 

_ from the eastern sky, the steamer 
which has anchored overnight at 
the mouth of the river—this 
Menam River which has its source 
in digtant Tibet—ia underway and 

“moving slowly upstream amidst a 
constantly -inercasing flotilla of 
steamers, launches, junks and sam- 
pans of every type and maritime 
era. Already the tall prachedis, | 
or Buddhist relic shrines, begin to 
dot the countryside, and the shores 
are lined with the wats, or tem- 
ples, of the riverside villages. 

a : 

At.. frequent idtérvals irrigation 
canals lead from the river to the 
vest aweeps of rice field, and about 
their entrances cluster tho villages 
of the rice farmers, cach house on 
stilts above tha water, tiny bridges. 
connecting them, many with fronts 
open to the river and the domestic 
life of the inhabitants exposed to’ 
the view of river travellers. The 
people themselves, especially the 
younger ones, appear to have de- 
veloped amphibian characteristics 
as rapidly as o South Sea Islander. 
They splash about from house to 
house, propel tiny ‘craft somewhat 
resembling an Eskimo kyak, fear- 
‘ leasly into the ateamer’s wake and 
live, scantily clad, a joyous land- 
and-water existence, . ° ”

Broceed ashore in a sampan whose 
operator makes profound obeisance 
upon receiving his trifling fee, nor 
cavils at all at the amount. “ Here, 
at the outset, is a unique ex- 
perlence, as all who know their 
East will agree. Thien there makes 
its appearance a diminutive British 
motorcar, of the typé felicitously 
known. as “veat-pocket size,” being 
one more of the world-girdling 
products of Birmingham. But, 
being incumbered“Gnly by a “suit 
case” and portable typewriter—the 
wanderer’s unvarying: luggige— 
there'is room enough. And then 
for ‘saveral miles through streets 
Chinese 
part of Rangoon, we scurry in 
quest of the majestically named 
hotel. 


Presently the canals, or klongs, 
many scarce a dozen yards across, 
and no more than“a foot deep, yet 
each carrying some sort of water- 
borne traffic, cross our way under 
little bridges at frequent inter- 
vals. Along the broader ones on 
either side the activities of the 
streets of an eastern city go on 
with all the restlessness and 
clamour of the Orient. Shops, cafes, 
homes, occasionally oa small saw- 
mill, pottery works, or some other 
industry, line the” banks. The 
turgid stream itself ‘teems and 
seethes with life. Heavy-laden 
junks, floating markets, an oc- 
casional launch and hundreds of 
tiny craft, some acarce‘able to sup- 
port the weight of a child, weave 
fn and out, spinning a veritable 
web of such a picturesque life as 
only this “Venice “of the East” 
knows or ever has known.’ “But 
it is in the morning that you 
should see it,” declares my guide, 
“when the Buddhist monks . go 
about in their little sampans.seek- 
ing their day’s contributions of 
food; and when the water markets 
are busiest.”

And they the hotel {s at hand, 
and I see that this particular 
“Royal,” at least, does not belie its 
name. In the “European” part of 
Bangkok, hard by the British and 
American Legations, it js startling. 
ly impressive and quite in keeping 
with the environment. And no 
wonder, for was it not once a vast 
palace, constructed by a wealthy 
Chinese who sought to impress his 
neighbours, and did so—winding

up with the loss of his entire for- | 


‘tune, so far did this huge pile of 
masonry and teak and sculpture 
get beyond his expectations! And 
so. now ft Is a hofel, and its pro- 
prietor is a Parisian culinary 
“artiat” who came to Slam some 
time ago to be chef to a former 
king. aoe 
Learning all that, .I regarde 


with some zest the prospects, nor , 


was I at all disappointed. Such 
manifestations” of “modernity -as 
this are not unacceptable, even to 
the hardened wandéter, particular- 
ly in the East. , But they. are about 
the only ones, aside from such 
amenities of a western city as tele- 
phones, electric lights and tram- 


ways, to conflict with the ages-old | 


atmosphere of Bangkok. ‘Yet 
above and beyond all this is tho 
charm of the most unusual, and in 
some ways the most attractive, of 
all the Far Eastern peoples, these 
polite ‘and ver-smiling Siamese. 
That, and such interesting con- 
tracts with them as is possible.all 
over Siam, is ample subject mat- 
ter for’ another paper.—M.T.G. in 
Christian Science Monitor. :

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"MOSQUITO PEST. 


How It Can Be Kept _ 
pop Down. 


HINTS TO HOUSEHOLDERS, 
“Surprising as it may seem, 
there are more than a’ thousand 
species of mosquito In existence, 
although many of these are quite 
harmless,” said Mr. F. Higgs, 
Chief Health Inspector of the 
‘Perth City Council, when discuas- 
ing the mosquito pest and how to 
deal with it. “It has been de- 
‘finitely, proved that mosquitoea 
are the agents in the spreading 
cy yellow fever, malaxja, dengue 
fever, and elephantiasis, but apart 
from this, the irritating tactics of, 
the pest call for our best endea- 
vours to restrict if not actually 
to eradicate it.” ; 
_ “During: its life a mosquito 
passes through four stages—the 
egg, larvae, pupa,,and imago or 
adult insect. ‘The egg ia laid on 
“the surface of water, with the- 
exception of one species, the 
female of which deposits her 
eggs on. dry ground. The eggs 
of the Culex species are formed 
| together in the shape of a raft, 
which {s quite visible to’ the nak- 
ed.eye, and when, hatched out the 
larvae feed on ‘small. particles of 
rnimal and vegetable matter 
| foating on the surface of the 
| water, Generally known as wrig- 
glers, larvae may be seen’ in 
pools, tanks, and water ‘barrels. 
Wrigglers come to the surface to 
breathe, and, according to the 
species, some breathe from the 
tail and others ‘from the head. 
The pupa fs the third stage, and 
this has been termed the comma 
stage, due to comma-like appear- 
ance owing to the large head and 
curved tail. . At this stage the 
pupa does not feed, but strange- 
tly enough, those previously 
breathing from the tail now 
breathe from the head. After | 
four or five days the pupa comes | 
tothe surface ‘and the skin’ on 
the back splits, the mosquito 
emerges, and etands up in his, 
own skin canoe, dries his wings, 
and. files to. a near-by resting 
place. 
, “There is a. migratory species 
{of mosquito’ known as the 
| Anopheles, which is capable of 
travelling a distance. of fifty 
miles, while, to feed 
blood, they frequently travel a 
mile or so-from thei}.haunts. As 
to the malaria-carryifg” Anopheles; 
I prefer to leave that question 
to the ‘entomologist, for if. that 
particular breed of mosquito is 
here, ‘one naturally wonders why,

SERIOUS CLASH WITH
